Fred D. Burkhardt, executive vice president 
ol the Chamber of Commerce of West Covina, 
explained how Sierra Madre might put together 
tax assessment districts that bring in revenue to be 
used lor development of the business district.

“We spend much time listening to the business 
community, to their needs and hope to get their 
ca ,h registers ringing.”

Cable hookup only at city hall 


William Schmidt at last week’s Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting brought up the possi¬ 
bility of the council holding anticipated large meet¬ 
ings in other facilities other than the council 
chambers. Last week’s informational meeting con¬ 
cerning the possible widening and resurfacing of 
Orange Grove, in concert with the city of Arcadia, 
brought a giant crowd to the council meeting. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai responded to The News 
that it is difficult for the council to anticipate 
the size of the crowds. 

“We wish we had a crystal ball to forecast 
the size of crowds. We’re doing the best we can. 
We anticipated a fairly large turnout Tuesday but 
certainly not as large as it was. Recently, when 
we were discussing an $8 million bond issue, we 
expected more of a response. If we had scheduled 
that hearing in larger quarters, we would have been 
incorrect. When I surprised the public late last 
year with the announcement that I would like to 
discuss a possible hillside ordinance, I did not expect 
the overwhelming response. There were many people 
in the council chambers but the crowd was well 
contained.” 


The CableVision hookup is installed in city 
hall only. If the council opted to schedule meet¬ 
ings in other halls, (such as the recreation center), 
the cable hookup could not be moved and the 
public would not be able to view the meeting on 
the evening it is held. There would be a possibility 
that a CableVision video camera could be used to 
record the meeting; however, viewing would be set 
at a later date and not on the evening of the 
meeting. 

Mayor Bartolai also pointed out the difficulty 
of notifying the public of the change in location 
of such a meeting. He also noted that CableVision 
would undoubtedly encounter a difficulty in finding 
adequate lighting and sound system in other halls. 

“I thought the mobile van owned by Cable- 
Vision could possibly telecast live from various 
parts of the city but to my knowledge it has been 
inactive for some time,” Bartolai stated. 

He also reminded the public that last Tues¬ 
day evening’s meeting was informational only and 
was not a public hearing. No action could be 
taken until a public hearing is instituted. 


professionals to operate the budget of $400,000 
per year.

Parents of Anoakia School students have re¬ 
ceived the second letter in as many weeks regarding 
the future of the pre-school through sixth grade 
facility located at the corner of Baldwin Ave. and 
Foothill Blvd. in Arcadia. 

The most recent letter, sent last Friday, apolo¬ 
gized for the previous week’s letter which informed 
parents that the educational facility would close 
at the end of the school year. It also said that 
the school would remain open for the remainder of 
this year as well as the next. This would happen 
if the Arcadia City Council approves an application 
to extend a conditional use permit and building 
code variance. 

In order to remain open, Lowry McCaslin, 
owner of the property, must satisfy city fire depart¬ 
ment requirements by bringing a new water service 
line onto the property so that there will be 
sufficient water to operate a fire sprinkler system in 
a portable structure that houses some 170 students in 
10 classrooms. 

The new water line could be brought to the site 
across either Baldwin Ave. or Anoakia Lane, ex¬ 
plains David Pinkerton, manager for McCaslin 
Properties. He adds that estimates for the work 
have run as high as $31,000. 

Because the sprinklers were never hooked up, 
due to insufficient water supply on 
the properly, the Arcadia Fire Department ha> 
tagged the temporary classrooms as “unsalc 
for occupancy.”

There is more to Social Security 
than benefits for persons over 62 years- 
of-age. Consumer Education Research 
Center, a national nonprofit consumer 
group has been researching the Social 
Security system and the benefits it pro¬ 
vides since 1972. One finding is that, of 
the 50 million persons now collecting 
benefits, more than 15 million are under 
62 and, surprisingly, the average age is 
only about 30.

them) for the past 16 years. The 11th 
update (a complete revision) is now 
available. 

Consumers Guide to Social Security 
Benefts including Medicare is available 
for $7 (plus $2 P and H) from CERC, 
P.O. Box 336, South Orange, N.J. 
07079 or by calling 1-800-USA-0121 
(with credit card). 

The Guide offers consumers of 
all ages an awareness of the benefits 
they are entitled to under the latest 
laws. All benefits, requirements and 
figures have been brought up to date. 

The book shows how (and provides 
forms) to get a copy of your Social 
Security account showing all credits 
and estimates of the amount you will 
get upon retirement. It is important to 
check your account frequently since the 
SSA will not alter records more than 
three years old. In many cases, the 
study found, workers have had too 
much deducted from their wages and 
were due a refund. In other cases, em¬ 
ployers had not sent the correct a- 
mount to be credited to accounts. If 
you have records of the amount deduct¬ 
ed, you will be credited with that money 
and the employer’s share whether or 
not he ever sent the money to the 
government. 

“Billions of dollars go unclaimed,” 
says Berko, ‘‘because many workers do 
not realize they are eligible for benefits.”

Regarding the proposed 
Main Street project for 
Sierra Madre, I have 
some suggestions: 

1. Before any work is 
done there should first be 
a complete survey of 
historic resources in 
downtown Sierra Madre. 
If this has not been done 
the state office of historic 
preservation (Sacra¬ 
mento) can be of great 
assistance to you. 

2. It will also be impor¬ 
tant beforehand to ob¬ 
tain a consensus re¬ 
garding the type of busi¬ 
ness which the town 
wants and can support. 
Gentrification often 


provides an unfortunate 
swing towards boutiques, 
candles and decorated 
barnyard animals. Just 
how many wooden 
pigs with ribbons will 
the population of Sierra 
Madre want/need. If com¬ 
mercial rents continue to 
skyrocket, the Planning 
Commission could pos¬ 
sibly assist by rolling 
back rents for vital busi¬ 
nesses, ensuring that some 
necessary small businesses 
continue to function in 
the downtown. 

3. Most importantly care¬ 
ful consideration should 
be given to returning 
store fronts to their ori¬ 
ginal appearance. 
Old photos and the 
Sierra Madre Historical 
Society could be very 
helpful in this 
regard. 


The old “red car” sta¬ 
tion was superb and we 
all miss it now. Couldn’t 
it be rebuilt on its ori¬ 
ginal site? That would 
be a real boost to the 
revitalizaiton of down¬ 
town Sierra Madre. In 
the 1950s many mer¬ 
chants began to “moder¬ 
nize” facades on the 
street.

Council, Commission 
iointly approve changes In 
hillside ordinance, Jan. 12 


Sierra Madre City 
Council and Planning 
Commission met in joint 
session last Thursday 
evening to confer on the 
Hillside Ordinance as 
structured during several 
previous meetings by the 
planning commissioners. 

The council had been 
given copies of the ordi¬ 
nance, as drafted a couple 
of weeks previous to the 
joint session in order to 
note any desired changes 
or revisions. 

The Planning Com¬ 
mission explained their 
aim for the ordinance 
was to protect our hill¬ 
side from being denuded 
of native chaparral and 
to prevent indisciminate 
development that might 
cause downhill damage 
in case of heavy rains 
following the inevitable 
hillside fires. 

The ordinance dictates 
that the foothill area is 
divided into 5 areas with 
a density set for each 
area. Most areas have a 
recommended density of 
one home per 40 acres 
above the 1200 foot ele¬ 
vation mark and in most 
areas one home per 10 
acres down to the “ur¬ 
ban line” where it is set 
at the normal R-1 15,000 
criteria. 

The ordinance also pre¬ 
vents the cutting of knolls 
and ridges and inter¬ 
ference with normal drain-

age m most areas. 

It prohibits the move¬ 
ment of more than 2000 
cubic yards of dirt per 
site, including both cut 
and fill, and in this par¬ 
ticular area it was changed 
to be tightened from a 
criteria that would have 
allowed 2000 cubic yards 
per acre. 

The council and Plan¬ 
ning Commission appear 
to be in complete agree¬ 
ment at this time on 
the ordinance and after 
some refinement as to 
legal language will be 
brought back to the 
Planning Commission for 
a public hearing. It is not 
known at the present time 
if an Environmental Im¬ 
pact Report will be need¬ 
ed before the hearings. 
If an EIR is needed it 
could take another 120 
days before the ordi¬ 
nance can be cleared and 
possibly the moratorium 
changed to exclude any 
properties outside of the 
affected area. 

The Planning Commis¬ 
sion has the hillside or¬ 
dinance on its agenda for 
this evening, Thursday, 
Jan. 19, but for only 
mention and possible 
minor action. 

The council adjourned 
to a joint meeting with 
the Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce for 
Tuesday, Jan. 17 in the 
council chambers. 


Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners have no 
new drawings from Leonard Zlotorowicz of 181 N. 
Baldwin Ave. who has requested a rear and side 
yard variance for his garage/den. This was to be a 
continued public hearing. Five variances will be laid 
before the Planning Commission this evening, 
Thursday, Jan. 19, at 7:30 p.m. 

The Planning Department recommends appro¬ 
val of the variance at 179 E. Montecito, requested by 
Michael and Eileen Lucas, for a rear yard variance 
to construct an addition. The addition will vary from 
10 to 13 feet from the rear property line and Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code requires a rear yard of not 
less than 15 feet in the R-1 use. 

City hall also recommends approval of the 
rear yard variance to a pre-existing nonconforming 
dwelling at 27 N. Lima owned by Norma Bach- 
wansky. The applicant has filed a variance applica¬ 
tion to reconstruct and extend a portion of the exist¬ 
ing kitchen and a bathroom of a single family 
dwelling with a pre-existing R-1 use within the R-3 
zone. The reconstruction is to be built with 13 feet 
6 inches of the rear property and the code requires 
not less than 15 feet. 

The Planning Department recommends appro¬ 
val of the variance at 174 Oak Meadow Rd., Jack 
and Leslie Owen, for an accessory building if 
they file for a covenant with the Los Angeles 
County Recorders office indicating that the building 
will be used as a gameroom/storage area in 
compliance with R-1 uses.

iances at 529 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., owned by 
Andrea and Giuseppe Glarizio. They wish to con¬ 
struct a second residential dwelling unit at the rear 
of the site and retain the existing dwelling unit with 
some modifications. The existing two-car garage 
would be removed and reconstructed at the front 
of the existing dwelling.

There’s an interesting “tone of voice” 
some people use when the subject of Main 
Street’s role in downtown revitalization is 
being kicked around over coffee, on a street 
corner or before one of the many organiza¬ 
tional meetings that take place each week in 
Sierra Madre. 

That tone is even more interesting as words 
like “coordination, facilitating, cooperation 
and leadership role” are used to suggest what 
Main Street’s function is meant to be. 

Then, there is often a questioning look 
when Main Street is suggested to be more 
importantly an economic development concept 
than it is some tangible entity. That those 
communities who have been successtiil in 


pumping renewed life and vigor into their 
central business districts, and communities as 
a whole, have done so by maximizing their 
organizational synergism.” 

It hasn’t been easy. To generate a working 
cooperation among independent community 
agencies so the total effect of their activity is 
greater than what any of them could achieve 
independently is tricky. People in leadership 
positions have to be special. 

For instance. They have to be loyal to 
and supportive of their own organizations, 
but they have to be just as eager to reduce 
conflict by supporting legitimate ideas and pro¬ 
jects offered up by others. That means, 
for one thing, they work at having an open 
mind. They encourage others to do the same, 
and they recognize a “synergistic opportunity” 
when it surfaces. 

Over the years I’ve developed an ear for 
that “tone of voice” and a recognition of that 
“look.” They either mean, “Hey, that’s the 
way to things we all want done. C'ouiil me in.”; 
or, “You better tread sofily. I’m one of the 
few people who understand what needs to be 
done. My ideas don’t need discussing, just go 
implement them.”

Notes from the Attic

— Jan. 21, 1928: Sierra Madre City Hall of¬ 
ficially opened today with a tour and program. 
Actual conception of the property dates to 
about 1909 when city trustees took advantage 
of a favorable opportunity to acquire the lots 
at the corner of the N.W. Central and Windsor 
Lane. Firemen’s Club entered into a joint 
arrangement with the city and started to 
erect a clubhouse on the lots in 1921. As soon 
as the lots were deeded back to the city the 
councilmen began working on the project. On 
Mar. 15, 1927, the bond issue of $24,000 was 
ratified by the Water Commission. 

— Jan. 12, 1959: Lewis McClelland was 
awarded the Silver Beaver, the highest award 
in Scouting, for his long active work in the Boy 
Scout movement. 

— Jan. 16: Capt. Fred LaLone retired from 
the S.M. Search and Rescue Team. According 
to records, he and Larry Shepard founded the 
team Aug. 31, 1950. 

— Jan. 18, 1979: Dori Osterman became Im 
perial Savings and Loan branch manager and 
announced a public opening this week. The re¬ 
located office has been open since Nov. 20, 
1978.

Sierra Madre City Councilrnembers at their 
meeting of Feb. 14 will hear Douglas W. Ayres, 
president of Management Services Institute (M.S.I.) 
discuss a 10-page study, with an accompanying 
two-page letter, concerning revenue/cost analysis 
plus a cost control system for fees and tax- 
financed services. 

The report, requested by the council several 
months ago, notes that the city is utilitizing more 
than $2,422,000 in taxes to subsidize services which 
“benefit only portions of the general tax-paying 
public, or which are used in varying amounts 
by ratepayers.” 


Ayres in his report says that many of these 
services could be more “equitably supported by 
fees, charges and assessments rather than by general 
taxes.” 

The city has about $68.1 million in depreciable 
fixed assets which are being consumed at an annual 
rate of $2.9 million. The report suggests that a 
‘‘modest initial annual capital replacement program 
is needed” to make sure that the city’s physical 
plant “remains functional.” 

In a nutshell, Ayres suggests that fees and

In their first year 
to compete in the Nation¬ 
al Bicentennial Com¬ 
petition on the Constitu¬ 
tion and Bill of Rights, 
Arcadia High School 
students came in second 
to Gompers High 
School of San Diego 
at the state finals in 
Sacramento last week. 

Twenty-three students 
in Ron Morris’s Ad¬ 
vanced Placement class 
in contemporary Amer¬ 
ican government traveled 
to the capitol on 
Wednesday for Thurs¬ 
day’s competition which 
found students from 20 
schools statewide par¬ 
ticipating. 

Opening round of the 
event was held at Cali¬ 
fornia State University, 
Sacramento, and Arca¬ 
dia was one of the seven 
finalists selected for 
Friday’s round at 
the capitol. 

The students, who were 
divided into groups to 
answer preassigned 
questions, were judged 
on six categories; 
understanding, constitu¬ 
tion application, reason¬ 


ing, supportive evidence, 
responsiveness and 
participation. 

An example of the 
questions asked would 
be, “Under a Republican 
form of government, if 
a senator’s constituents 
hold views of common 
welfare contrary to 
those held by a majority 
of the nation, what 
should a senator do and 
why?’’ 

Another question was, 
“What arguments can 
you give for relying on 
legislative supremacy 
for the protection of ba¬ 
sic rights as opposed to 
the system developed 
by the framers?’’ 

The one that gave thes 
students the hardest 
time, according to Morris, 
was “Explain the distri¬ 
bution of power in our 
federal system.” On the 
other hand, he reports 
that they did well answer¬ 
ing, “Why do many peo¬ 
ple consider the due pro¬ 
cess clause of the 14th 
amendment one of the 
most important additions 
to the Constitution since 
the first amendment?”

handicapped. 

When Pritchard left for 
a Christmas ski trip to 
Innsbruck, Austria, 
the final vote of the 
Amateur Athletic 
Foundation had not 
been cast, and it wasn’t 
until later that she 
received a trans- 
Atlantic phone call to 
tell her that Peter 
Ueberroth, along 
with 16 other men, had 
voted to fund the 
California Handicapped 
Ski School to be held 
at Bear Mountain in Big 
Bear. 

On Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays during 
February, disabled 
individuals and groups, 
under the age of 19 
years, can take skiing les¬ 
sons on an appointment 
basis. For more in¬ 
formation, call Kelle 
Malkewitz, ski school 
director, at (714) 866- 
7226. 


It is Pritchard’s hope 
that this pilot program 
will become a permanent 
institution, open all 
season, each year. To this 
end, the California Handi¬ 
capped Skiers’ Founda¬ 
tion, a nonprofit, public 
benefit charitable corpo¬ 
ration founded in 1983 
by Pasadena Kronenstadt 
Ski Club, will continue 
to raise funds and to 
heighten public aware¬ 
ness of skiing for the 
disabled. 

In the group’s be¬ 
ginning, fund-raising 
efforts realized some 
$300, an amount that 
has grown to some 
$25,0(X) each year in a 
short time, reports 
Pritchard, who has been 
a ski enthusiast for some 
eight years. Because of 
her height, 4’8'/2”, she 
experienced difficulty 
in athletic endeavors 
until she took up skiing. 
“This is for me!” she 
exclaimed, adding 
that she wished she had 
discovered the sport as a 
child. 

She also is trained to 
be a blind skier guide. 
To do this she learned 
to ski blindfolded to 
make her more aware of 


the sensations and diffi¬ 
culties experienced by a 
blind person. 

In 1985 Pritchard re¬ 
ceived the Elizabeth 
“Schotzi” Wood Woman 
of the Year Award by 
the Far West Ski Asso¬ 
ciation. This award, 
named after a woman 
recognized in the history 
of recreational skiing 
and the National Ski 
Patrol System, is pre¬ 
sented to a woman who 
has made a decisive con¬ 
tribution to skiing. 

Pritchard, who has 
lived in Arcadia since 
she was 8 years old, 
is a paralegal with 
the Southern California 
Edison Company. She 
is a member of the 
Stephens College 
Alumni Association and 
the All Saints Episcopal 
Church. She recently 
became an appointed 
board member of the Ar¬ 
cadia Tournament of 
Roses which has “adopt¬ 
ed” the handicapped 
skiers program in a new 
charitable endeavor. In 
June, the Tournament of 
Roses will sponsor a 
golf tournament with 
half of the proceeds 
going to disabled skiers.

I The Mount Wilson Observatory, operated since 
19(| by the Carnegie Institution of Wasnington, 
wil henceforth be administered by the Mount 
Wi|on Institute. 

jThe two organizations jointly announced the 
trakfer at a news conference recently in Washington, 
D.4 Under the new arrangement, the five major 
res^rch programs at the observatory will continue, 
incliding regular observations at the 60-inch reflector 
telecope and at the 150-foot and 60-foot solar 
towtr telescopes. The Mount Wilson Institute will 
meajwhile work toward the orderly recommission¬ 
ing of the 100-inch Hooker telescope (mothballed 
since 198J) and wil! initiate various new scientific 
and educttipnal activities. 

Artlur] H. Vaughan of Sierra Madre, chair- 
ipan of I the institute’s Board of Trustees, is the 
Chief Executive Officer and is responsible for 
science and policy matters for the institute and 
observatory. 

L^ndine McAfee, as executive director, is res¬ 
ponsible for the institute administration and opera¬ 
tions I not related to police or science matters. 
Attoniey C. Robert Ferguson, as secretary/treasurer 
o: tife board, oversees legal and financial trans- 
actidis. The institute’s Scientific Advisory Coun¬ 
cil i chaired by Dr. Sallie L. Baliunas of the 
Htrvard-Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics. 

The council will advise the institute on the selec- 
tior of research projects and future selection of 
scieitific staff. 

When the Carnegie Institution in 1984 an- 
noinced plans to withdraw as operator of the 
Mdint Wilson Observatory in order to concentrate 
its esources on the development of its observatory 
at Las Campanas, Chile, members of the interna- 
tiokl astronomy community strongly recommended 
thaj Mount Wilson be kept in operation as a site 
fori research. As a result, the Mount Wilson 
Insttute was privately created to provide a manage- 
meit structure capable of operating the observatory 
for cientific and educational purposes. The institute 
was ncorporated in February 1986 and was granted 
p:rnanent tax exempt 501 (c)(3) status as of July 
D88 

Mount Wilson was for many years the undis- 
pited worldwide center of observational astronomy. 
During the 1920s, astronomers Edwin Hubble and 
MIton Humason, using the Hooker telescope (then 
tit world’s largest), established that the spiral neb- 
uie are indeed galaxies beyond our own and dis- 
coered that these galaxies are receding from us at 
spieds proportion to their distance from us. 

Today, Mount Wilson remains an excellent site 
fo observing the Sun and for spectral observations 
ofSun-like stars of the Milky Way Galaxy. Because 
theobservatory is above the inversion layer of the 
La Angeles basin, the atmosphere is exceptionally 
steidy so very sharp telescopic images are routinely 


obtained. 

In this respect. Mount Wilson remains among 
the finest sites in the world. Also, the sky above 
Mount Wilson is clear 300 nights per year on aver¬ 
age, a proportion unsurpassed by other observatory 
sites. 

Aided by recommendations of its Science 
Advisory Council and in close collaboration with 
scientists from other institutions. Mount Wilson 
Institute will develop a program of specific science 
objectives for the 100-inch Hooker telescope. 

“Emphasis for future research is likely to be 
on the possible detection of planets around other 
stars, and studies of stellar interiors by methods 
similar to those used in the study of the Sun’s 
interior,” Dr. Vaughan stated. He indicated that 
progress in these areas would revolutionize long- 
dormant fields of astronomy. 

Mount Wilson institute plans to initiate other 
new science projects at the Observatory. One such 
project may be an automated photoelectric tele¬ 
scope (APT) that would be used for automatic 
observations of long-term stellar phenomena, such 
as “starspots.” The Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory hopes to establish an APT on Mount 
Wilson if sufficient funds become available. 

Offices of the Mount Wilson Institute are lo¬ 
cated in Pasadena, in the solar laboratory built 
for George Ellery Hale in 1924. (Hale was the 
founder of the Mount Wilson Observatory and its 
director to 1923.) 

For an interim period (expected to last two 
years), the Carnegie Institution will retain title to 
the observatory’s facilities and will remain as lessee 
under the U.S. Forest Service lease. It is expected 
that Carnegie will transfer its ownership and lease 
rights to the Institute at the end of this period. 

The Carnegie Institution has operated its astro¬ 
nomy facilities through its research department 
presently called the Mount Wilson and Las 
Campanas Observatories (the name will probably 
be changed soon). The acting director is Dr. Leonard 
Searle; former director (1980-1986) and now staff 
member Dr. George Preston has been the individual 
primarily responsible for working toward the new 
arrangements for Mount Wilson Observatory. 

Carnegie Insitution will continue to develop 
and operate its facilities at Las Campanas, Chile, 
including the 2.5-meter du Pont telescope. Under 
Project Magellan, Carnegie Institution (in partner¬ 
ship with The Johns Hopkins University and the 
University of Arizona) is working toward the con¬ 
struction and operation of an 8-meter reflector 
telescope at Las Campanas. The Las Campanas 
site — favored by dark nighttime skies, a stable 
and dry atmosphere, and an ideal latitude for ob¬ 
serving the Southern skies — is unsurpassed 
for ground-based observation.

A lot of small theaters 
struggle for existence in 
Los Angeles county and 
several that have been 
more or less successful 
locally have succumbed to 
other things than lack of 
audience. Fire regula¬ 
tions, for example, set 
up to protect the 
public from quickly set 
up electrical systems, 
casually erected aud¬ 
ience seating and in¬ 
adequate exits from often 
antiquated buildings have 
been hard on shoe-string 
budgets. The demise of 
the excellent Bank Play¬ 
house is blamed on safe¬ 
ty problems, and two 
little theaters set up in 
buildings in Old Town 
were fine dramatically 
but extremely lax safety- 
wise even to this observer. 


The fire department, of 
course, are only enforcersj^ 
they do not make the 
codes. 

Personality and finan¬ 
cial problems, com¬ 
bined with the lack of 
suitable buildings, 
killed off Monrovia’s 
two community theaters, 
quit successful in their 
time. The Broadway 
Playhouse in San Gab¬ 
riel lost the grant that 
made their technical 
excellence possible. And^ 
so it goes. There is no 
shortage of acting and 
directing talent in the 
Los Angeles area, but 
very few theaters can 
exist entirely on their 
ticket sales. 

So how does it happen 
that the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse has survived

nine years of opera¬ 
tion and well over 
50 productions without 
grants of “angels” or 
nearly as many season 
subseribers as they would 
like to have? The answer 
is producer Charles 
Aiulresc, aided and 
abetted by artistic dir¬ 
ector Stan Zalas and 
sympathetic landlord 
Dale White. It is Andrese 
who finds the directors, 
the stage crew, arranges 
th e technicalities of 
the scripts, gets out the 


publicity, sells the 
ads in the program, of¬ 
ten checks out the cast¬ 
ing (when he doesn’t, 
he has sometimes lived 
to regret it), and intro¬ 
duces the directors 
to pragmatic reality. 

It is Andrese who has 
come up with a working 
formula. “Peple will 
come to see comedies, 
mysteries and musicals. 
They will come to see 
plays they have 

heard about, or 


seen in the movies. 
Heavy drama some¬ 
times gets us good 
reviews, but seldom 
pays its own way, so we 
do little of it. We 
get kidded about our 
sets, but sets are 
costly and mostly we 
adapt what we have. 
When we splurge for 
something new, it takes 
a while to make up the 
money.” 

Musicals have been rare 
recently because they 
take so much “up front” 
money. “Accompanists, 
for instance, have to be 
paid for before the 
money comes in. A re¬ 
volving reserve fund 
would make more musi¬ 
cals possible, but we 
don’t have that right 


Considering the excel¬ 
lent small musicals that 
the Playhouse has done 
in the past, “The 
Fantastics,” “You’re a 
Good Man, Charlie 
Brown,” and “Side by 
Side by Sondheim,” it is 
possible to hope that^ 
“angels” will sometime 
come forward to make 
that fund more adaquate. 
In the meantime, Andrese 
would like a larger 
subscription list, to 
give the theater some 
working capitol. 

Considering the quality 
of most of the Play¬ 
house’s work and the 
contribution made to 
Sierra Madre’s limited 
night life, Andrese and 
company are to be highly 
commended and deserve 
more solid support.
